Never allow roots to dry out. If you 
can’t plant at once, bury the roots of 
bare root plants, or place plants with a 
ball of earth in a cool, shady place and 
keep moist. 


Plant in carefully prepared soil and 
dig hole at least 1 foot larger than 
ball or root spread. If soil is heavy 
due to clay, or light due to sand, add 
peat moss, leaf mold, or compost. Don’t 
use chemical fertilizer in contact with 
roots. Organic fertilizer is always safer. 
We recommend Bovung or Agrinite. 


Plant same depth as plants stood in 
nursery. (See soil line on trunk or stem). 
Spread roots out naturally and work soil 
in around them. Remove burlap care- 
fully from balled plants, or containers 
from container grown plants. Firm the 
soil around the roots or ball, continually 
adding more soil until hole is almost full. 


Fill hole with water repeatedly until all 
soil is settled. Then add loose soil or 
cover with mulch. 


Water heavily once a week until well 
established, or throughout the first grow- 
ing season. Water weekly during dry 
spells.
